INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Unclean  Meats  and  Products. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  is  again  called  to  the  necessity  of  informing  the 
Bureau  whenever  any  unclean  meat  or  meat  food  product  is  received  from 
other  stations.  Complaints  are  frequently  tiled  by  proprietors  of  official  estab- 
lishments setting  forth  the  inconvenience  and  extra  expense  of  cleaning  products 
received.  More  attention  should  be  given  to  the  inspection  of  tierces  or  other 
containers  used  for  oleostearin,  and  also  to  see  that  cheek  meat  and  other  trim- 
mings are  handled  in  such  manner  as  will  insure  their  freedom  from  hair  or 
other  foreign  matter.  To  promote  uniformity  and  for  their  own  protection 
inspectors  in  charge  are  directed  to  report  promptly  any  infraction  of  the  regu- 
lations relating  to  cleanliness  or  any  other  matter. 

Disposal  of  Carcasses  Showing  Slight  Tubercular  Lesions. 

Many  post-mortem  reports  (I.  D.  Form  112D)  are  received  stating  tuber- 
cular lesions  and  disposition  about  as  follows :  "  Cervical,  bronchial,  portal, 
and  mesenteric  glands  and  liver,  slight  and  calcified.     Disposition,  lard." 

This  disposition  may  or  may  not  be  correct,  depending  upon,  the  degree  of 
infection  denominated  "  slight."  Under  the  regulations,  if  the  infection  of  the 
liver  is  limited  to  less  than  a  dozen  foci,  such  carcasses  might  properly  be 
passed  for  food. 

Inspection    of   Intestines. 

Bureau  employees  engaged  in  making  post-mortem  inspections  should  not 
neglect  their  more  important  duties  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  intestines  for 
parasites.  Portions  of  intestines  discovered  on  the  killing  floor  to  be  diseased 
should  be  condemned,  but  the  intestinal  fat.  if  wholesome,  may  be  removed  be- 
fore the  intestines  are  tanked.  If  it  is  found  that  diseased  intestines  are  used 
for  sausage  casings,  the  sausage  should  be  condemned. 

Notice  of  Shipments  in  Tank  Cars  for  Export. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat- inspection  stations  are  directed  that  when  tank 
cars  loaded  with  lard  or  other  meat  food  product  for  export  and  bearing  Gov- 
ernment seals  are  forwarded  to  the  seaboard,  notice  on  I.  D.  Form  109F  should 
be  promptly  mailed  to  the  Bureau  inspector  in  charge  at  the  port  of  export,  in 
order  that  there  may  be  no  delay  or  difficulty  in  identification  and  proper  han- 
dling at  that  point. 

Inspection  Marks  on  Cod  and  Kidney  Fat. 

Information  has  been  received  that  carcasses  of  beef  shipped  from  official 
establishments  in  many  cases  fail  to  show  the  Federal  marks  of  inspection  on 
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the  cod  and  kidney  fat.  Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  therefore 
directed  to  see  that  the  instructions  contained  in  Service  Announcements  No. 
2,  dated  June  15.  1907,  regarding  this  matter  are  fully  complied  with. 

Unauthorized  Use  of  Inspection  Legend  or  Appliances. 

Bureau  employees  are  directed  to  report  through  the  proper  channels  any 
cases  which  may  come  to  their  notice  of  the  unauthorized  use  of  the  inspection 
iegend  or  of  appliances  for  affixing  the  same. 

Affixing  Domestic  Meat  Labels  to  Burlap. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  directed  to  inform  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  at  once  of  the  method  used  in  affixing  domestic  meat  labels  to  burlap. 
It  is  especially  desired  to  know  the  exact  formula  for  the  adhesive  mixture, 
directions  for  its  preparation  and  use,  and  the  time  required  to  elapse  after 
affixing  the  label  before  the  burlap  is  used. 


SUBSTANCE  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in 
the  official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies : 

"Pasteur  Dip,''  a  ccal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Bobbins  Chemical 
Company,  New  York,  N.  Y.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Pasteur  Dip  to  not 
more  than  72  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  this  dip 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they 
permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dips  which  do  not  bear  the 
guaranty  required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and 
amendments  thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violate  the  provisions  of  said 
regulations  or  amendments. 

Correction. 

The  name  of  "  Peerless  Dip,"  manufactured  by  the  Peerless  Stock  Powder 
Company  (Incorporated),  Falls  City.  Nebr.,  was  erroneously  inserted  in  the 
list  of  permitted  dips  in  Service  Announcements  for  August  15,  1908,  page  82. 
The  use  of  this  dip  in  official  dipping  is  not  authorized. 


LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE. 

Requests  for  annual  leave  by  employees  in  the  meat-inspection  or  live-stock- 
inspection  service  should  always  be  accompanied  by  a  formal  application  (I.  D. 
Form  1A).  In  making  application  for  leave  for  himself  the  inspector  in  charge 
should  forward  a  letter,  stating  whether  or  not  it  will  be  necessary  to  detail  an 
inspector  from  another  station  to  assume  charge  of  the  work  during  his 
absence. 

Inspectors  in  charge  will  not  recommend  their  own  requests  for  leave  by 
signature  in  the  space  following  the  words  "  Respectfully  recommended." 

Inspectors  in  charge  shall  not  absent  themselves  from  duty  without  permis- 
sion from  the  Washington  office.
